USE NO CALENDAR 

The true Lapps, we learned, 
have no calendar, but depend on 
the reindeer for all designation of 
month and season. Calving time 
means that the month of May has 
arrived; the shedding of the fur 
means summer. There is the 
month when the horns of the rein- 
deer are in velvet, the month when 
the deer must start for the coast, 
jthe period when the animals get! 
restless and head back inland} 
again. It is solely because of the 
migrations of the reindeer that 
the Lapps are nomads; ee 
they prefer a sedentary life. Time 
means nothing to a Lapp, but 
everything to the animals they 
tend, so the reindeer has become 
the true calendar of the Arctic.

treasury department. 


It contains a $25 savings bond for 


which the Mrs. Sent her check for $18.75 a few days ago. 
Perhaps she did not realize that she could have purchased 
it at the local post office and that since March 1, 1935, the 
post offices of the nation have sold more than one billion, 
six hundred million dollars at maturity value. 


This letter for the maid brings a postal 


savings cer-
